At these 
meetings, it is hoped that a com- 
mittee composed of farmers, busines 
men, elevator agents, railway agents 
and others interested will be formed. 

Instructions have 
been issued by the Department of 
National Defence to the officers com 
manding the military districts where- 
by certain corps troops, veterans 
guards, etc., will be released for har- 
vest work. This release does not aip- 
ply to those in training, and it is 
with out pay and without many of 
the privileges that the soldier ordin- 
arily enjoys.

PAY CHANGES IN 
R.C.A.F. REGULATIONS 


Royal] Canadian Air Force herd: 
quarters have announced through No. 
2 RC.A.F. recruiting centre, Calgary, 
a change in the pay and allowance 
regultions governing, all trainees In 
attendance at the various ‘War Emer- 
gency Training Plan schools and 
future enlistments. The change 1s 
effective August [6. 

To the present recruits for var- 
jous air force categories and trades 
which required training at a “pre- 
entry school,” were provided for 
under the Dominion-Provincial War 
Emergency Training Plan. The var- 
ious provincial and dominion govern- 
ments shared equally in providing a 
subsistence allowance of $10 weekly 
in the case of single men and $15 for 
married men, Now these R.C.A.d 
trainees will be considered as any 
other enlisted airmen and receive tne 
regular pay and dependent’s allow- 
ances. Where quartens and rations 
are not provided $1 per day additional 
is paid in lieu of same. 

With many of the handicaps which 
prevented prospective recruits de- 
sirous of entering the R.C.A.F. in a 
iW.E.T.P. instructed trade now re- 
moved officials at the Calgary R.C.A. 
F, recruiting centre anticipate a rush 
of applicants for academic training 
for aircrew duties and in the various 
mechanical trades affected. Besides 


the aircrew school at Edmonton 
where recruits with insufficient 
mathematical and science education 


for aircrew duties are trained, W.E.T. 
P. air frame mechanic schools are 
operated at Medicine Hat and Cal- 
gry. Eero-engine mechanics and wire- 
less operators (ground) are trained 
in Calgary. 

Al} students attending the schools 
at present are enlisted men in the 
air force “on leave without pay” for 
the duration of the course. These are 
to be immediately recalled from 
leave and placed on regular air force 
pay and allowances basis from Aug- 
ust 16th. There is sure to be a general 
rejoicing in the various schools with 
this news, as it will mean an. in-

if at all possible, members of the 
armed forces in training who have 
had experience in agriculture and are 
willing to help with the harvest 
shculd be released on furlough to giva 
such help, 

Canada now has over 500,000 men in 
the armed forces and over 600,000 in 
war industry, a total of 1,100,000 
men, When it is considered that this 
total is almost 25 per cent of the 
man power in Canada, it is obvious 
that the food production of this coun- 
try cannot be maintained unless those 
remaining are willing and ready to 
carry the extra load. The farmers of 
Alberta have met many crises in the 
past with determintion and resource, 
They can be depended upon to do it 
in this instance, If the organizasion 
which the advisory council herein 
recommends is set up, and the ser- 
vices of others in the community 
ready to help can be utilized, it will 
prove not only of great source of help 
at a critica] time but will build up 
the spirit of goodwill and unity that 
will be a great asset to the province 
for years to come.

PERSONAL BUDGETS 
MANDATORY 


For two years, citizens of Canada 
have been advised to set up budgets 
for persona] incomes, in view of the 
great need to divert as much as (poss- 
ible from personal incomes to Can- 
ada’s war chest through the purchase 
of bonds and certificates, At this 
point, that advice holds good, but 
instead of being offered casually it 
will have to be shouted from the 
housetops, 

Unpatriotic Canadians con contin- 
ue to live the same kind of private 
lives during the coming year as they 
have enjoyed during the past year in 
spite of sharp increases in income 
taxation. They can do this by cutting 
out their purchases of certificates and 
bonds. The patriotic citizen, who re- 
alizes that his country! has to meet 
the obligations of a war for his freee 
dom, can not maintain the same 
standard of living during the coming 
year as he has in the past. He has to 
plan not only to pay his income taxes 
but to buy even more certificates and 
bonds than ever before. 

It is plain that in order to carry out 
this program, both the wealthy and 
people with slender means, will be 
forced to budget expenditures more 
and more carefully, since in most 
cases reductions must be made _ in 
spending other than for rent, pro- 
perty taxes and food, And the only 
intelligent way in which one can 
cut spending on general items is to 
set a definite figure for every classi- 
fication of spending and keep within 
that figure, 

Business firms and other organiza- 
tions which make a practice of show- 
ing individuals how to budget every 
last cent of their incomes are render- 
ing an invaluable service to Canada’s 
War Finance Program.

Railways In Wartime 


A DRAMATIC AND ABSORBING chapter of the history of Canada is 
the growth and development of the railway systems which link together 
all parts of the Dominion. Many phases of the growth of Canada are closely 
associated with the building of her railroads. Across the country, settlers 
followed the extending railway lines. New communities sprang up, and vast 
stretches of Canada’s fertile farm lands were put under cultivation. The 
annual transportation by rail of the crop from Western Canada is a gigantic 
undertaking and an epic in the story of our economic development. In the 
transporting of raw materials from our mines and forests, and in the dis- 
tribution of manufactured goods to the wide-spread markets of the Dominion 
the railways again have proved an indispensible part of our economic ex- 
pansion. In recent years there has been a trend toward the use of trucks 
and buses and where highways are good, motor traffic has taken its place 
beside the railways in the field of transportation.

Canada’s railroads, linked as they always have been, 
with her destiny, are playing an important part in the 
Dominion's wartime organization, It is said that in the war years the rail- 
ways have carried an unprecedented quantity of freight in addition to mov- 
ing large numbers of troops, with equipment, quickly and efficiently. Mr. 
A. A. Gardiner, assistant passenger traffic manager of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways, speaking before an Eastern Canadian service club recently, 
stated that our railways had been prepared at the beginning of the war for 
the increased demand on their services, and that they had lost no time in 
going on a wartime footing.

It is believed that the Canadian 
railways are doing at least as effective work as that. It is the duty of the 
Canadian public to remember at all times the great service which the rail- 
ways are rendering to our war effort, and to co-operate fully in their en- 
deavour to give a maximum of essential service at this time.

FOR EVERY AGE 

Infants: Milk, with only orange juice and cod liver oil added to the 
diet, sustains the baby entirely for the first weeks of life.

Big boys and girls: Require four glasses or more daily. They need 
plenty of calcium because they are growing fast. 

Adults: Need at least three glasses each day either plain or in cooked 
dishes, or cheese. 
rth And even older folks need calcium to keep the bones strong (two glasses 
aily). 

FOR CHILDREN 

Physicians prefer milk which is not very rich in cream (or fat) for 
children, Children are better off with whole milk than cream on cereal. 

It is better for children to learn to drink and like just plain milk, for 
then they enjoy it as it is commonly served. 

BOTTLED, DRIED, EVAPORATED 
Milk is used mostly in these forms: 
Bottled: whole milk, skimmed milk, buttermilk, 
Dried: dry whole milk, dry skimmed milk. 
Evaporated: evaporated unsweetened milk 
COMPARATIVE VALUE 
About the same food values will be found in; 
1 quart of fluid whole milk 
1 pint of undiluted evaporated milk 
5 ounces of Canadian cheese

One advantage of milk is that it comes ready to serve. But good 


cooked dishes such as cereals cooked in milk, cream soups, puddings and 
hot breads often contain milk.

Citizen’s Army 


A Weekly Column About 
This And That In Our 
Canadian Army. 


By Alan Maurice Irwin 


“Reveille will be at 3.30 a.m.” that’s 
how the order read when the unit of 
the reserve army with which I at- 
tended Summer Camp prepared to re- 
turn to its armoury and to disband 


for a week's rest from evening par- 
ades, the citizen-soldiers to their jobs 
in offices, factories, stores, ware- 
houses, railway yards and the dozen, 
other classes of industry from which | 
they came. 

Sounds a little tough to the aver- 
age man who can sleep in until six! 
or seven, doesn’t it? But it was not 
tough by the time we had finished 
14 days of training. We took it in 
our stride as we had taken the daily | 
6 am. reveille, the long hours of 
night | 
operations which formed part of the 
intensive programme undertaken by 
units of the reserve army in summer 
camps throughout the Dominion. 


Our units were made up of men 
between the ages of 17 and 1% and 35 
and 50. And when I say men, I mean 
it as regards both ends of the scale. 
It is a toss-up whether the youths or 
the middle-aged were the keener men. 
There was certainly very little “sol- 
diering,”—to us a term that should 
be banished from our vocabulary. 
After a heavy route march there 
was a fair sized “sick-parade” but it 
was not the “sick-parade’” to which 
old soldiers are accustomed. The line | 
up consisted of men anxious to have 
their blisters or callouses fixed up 
so that they would not have to miss 
drill periods the next day—not of 
men determined to wangle a “light 
duty” permit from the medical officer | 
so they could evade the morrow’s re- 
sponsibilities. 


There were many things about this 


amazed the old soldiers who attended | 
them and easily the most cutstanding 
was the enthusiasm with which the 
new recruits absorbed instruction. 
The only “awkward squads,” after 


untary ones that assembled under 
good natured non-commissioned offic- 
ers during off duty hours, You would 
find them in the tent lines practising 
anything from left and right turns by 
numbers to the “present arms” from 
the “order.” During the morning and 
afternoon 15 minute rest periods 
when the only smokes of parade hours 
were indulged in discussion groups 
formed themselves around officers and 
N.C.O.’s to ply them questions as to 
the “why” of this, the “how" of that, 
and the practical application of train- 
It was, until you 
thought about it, incredible! 

When you thought about it the an- 
swer soon became apparent. These) 
men have joined the reserve army, 
according to their age classifications, 
for two reasons. The youngsters in 
order to have time in their prepara- | 
tion for service when they are old| 
enough to volunteer; the middle aged | 
to fit themselves as fast as possible | 
for home defence duties when they 


become necessary. 

The Reserve Army men of today 
are not “Saturday night soldiers,” 
they are patriotic citizens debarred 
by age or other limitation from tak- 
ing their full part in the job of work 
we have to do. They are preparing 
for a grim business and they are go- 
ing more than half way to meet their 
instructors in the use of the death 
dealing equipment made available to 
them for training. 

The men in my platoon, by the time 
they returned from camp, had fired 
more rounds from Bren guns in two 
weeks than in the last war I had fired 
from a rifle by the time I had been} 
in the army ten months. They fired 
with rifles on short and long ranges. 
They received instruction in the 
handling and stripping of the Bren 
gun. They learned about hand gren-| 
ades and they put in strenuous hours 
practising the right way to deliver, 
these presents to an enemy. They} 
had their first lessons in ‘“battle-drill.” 
They practised stalking through the 
open and through cover. They learn- 
ed the basic principles of bayonet 
fighting—but they didn’t learn to 
“grouse.” 

This brings us to the second reason 
referred to above. There are two 
things that soldiers grouse about 
most, One is the endless round of un- 
imaginative drill, the other, have you 
guessed ?—-food. There was no room 
for either of these complaints, Hs- 
pecially the latter, which caused 
many an old soldier to gasp. Fed un- 
der the new scale of rations N.C.O,'s 
and men enjoyed—and that word is 
well chosen—such meals as these: 

Breakfast: Grape fruit juice, wheat 
or oat meal porridge, scrambled eggs

and coffee; 


Lunch: Soup, cold roast beef, two 
vegetables, apple pie, tea; 


Supper: Beef stew, two vegetables, 
bread pudding with chocolate sauce, 
bread, butter, tea, 


Sometimes there was cake, One 
meal was baked Virginia ham, On 
Friday's fish and macaroni and cheese 
marked the two big meals—and you 
didn’t mix it all up in the same tin 
“dixie” that had held your shaving 
water earlier,

Do those rations look heavier to 
you than the amount you consume at 
home? They are! But soldiers— 
even Reserve Army soldiers attend- 
ing camp for only two weeks—need 
heavy rations. 


Versatile Aircraft 


Changes Since War Began 

Hawker Hurricanes have now got 
auxiliary fuel tanks under the wings 
to let them fly further into Europe. 

The Hurricane is the most versa- 
tile aircraft of the war. In the Bat- 
tle of Britain it was a fighter with 
eight machine guns. Then it was 
given 12 machine guns or, alterna- 
tively, four 20 millimetre cannon. 

It became a bomber with machine 
guns and two 250-lb bombs. It has 
taken off from ship decks. It has 
been catapulted. And it has been 
adapted for work under a blazing 
sun and for fighting over Russia's 
snows.—British Industries Bulletin.

Salvage Collections 


Proceeds To Be ‘Used For Recrea- 
tional Facilities For Service Men 


Proceeds from salvage collection 
across the dominion will be used 
henceforth to provide recreation 


facilities for Canada’s fighting men 
through citizens’ committees, it was 
announced at a press conference in 
Ottawa. 

The announcement was 
jointly by Charles LaFerle, national 
salvage director, and George Pifher, 
director of voluntary and auxiliary 
services, who outlined salvage pro- 
gress to date and told of the new 
plan, which will mean that money 
from salvage will be used in the com- 
munity where it is raised. 


The committee will co-ordinate all 
voluntary services in their respec- 
tive communities, including the pro- 
vision of dry canteens, entertainment, 
sports facilities, reading rooms, hous- 
ing committees and other facilities. 
The change applies only outside mili- 
tary camps, with the dominion gov- 
ernment continuing to provide money 
for entertainment in those establish- 
ments.

GENERAL ORDER 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has found that the cost 
of living index number for July 2, 1942, of 117.9 (adjusted index 
117) has risen by 2.4 points over the index for October 1, 1941, 
of 115.5 (adjusted index 114.6). 


Accordingly, pursuant to the provisions of Section 34 (1) of 
the Wartime Wages Control Order P.C, 5963, and subject to the 
general provisions of the Order, the National War Labour Board 
orders that employers subject to the Order who are paying a 
cost of living bonus shall adjust the amount of such bonus pay- 
ment, and employers who are not paying a cost of living bonus 
shall commence the payment of such a bonus, both effective from 
the first payroll period beginning on or after August 15, 1942, 
as follows:

Egg Quality 
Eggs Need To Be Carefully Handled 
On The Farm 

Saving egg quality not only means 
saving dollars, but it is helping to 
meet the heavy demand for eggs 
from both Britain and Canada. Evety 
one who handles eggs in any way 
from producer to consumer may con- 
tribute to the loss of quality, if care 
is not taken. The first place that 
eggs need to be carefully handled is 
on the farm. Cleanliness, frequent 
collection—at least three times a 
day in the hot months of summer 
and placing them in a cool place as 
soon as they are collected is import- 
ant, There is a_ three-cent bonus 
paid on Grade A eggs for export to 
Britain, 

Losses from dirty eggs are usually 
the result of dirty nests and houses 
and allowing the birds to run out of 
doors into muddy yards. Such eggs 
mean a loss to the producer of eight 
to 10 cents a’ dozen because they are 
put into the lowest grade. 

High quality eggs follow with 
judicious feeding of a properly bal- 
anced ration. Clean nests, pens and 
yards will facilitate the production 
of clean eggs. It is best to hold 
eggs, after they have been collected, 
in a wire basket. When thoroughly

Storage room for this present large 
crop will be scarce, A preference will 
certainly have to be given to dry 
grain simply because it scan jbe 
handled with less danger of loss from 
heating. Farmers, therefore, will be 
well advised not to cut their grain 
this year until it is fairly well ripe 
and most certainly not to thrash it 
until it is thoroughly dry. Those who 
combine and swath will also, it seems 
be well advised to harvest their grain 
rather over-ripe than to run the risk 
of having green kernels or green 
weed seeds present in their thrashed 
grain for even a smal] percentage 
of green kernals of either grain or 
weeds can start heating in the grain. 
Much grain will certainly this year 
have to be stored on farms. Grain, 
therefore, which bin-burns or goes 


out of condition will be a direct loss ; 


to the farmer, 

It would appear then that any 
extra care used this year to ensure 
that grain is thoroughly ripe before 
cutting and thoroughly dry before 
harvesting will tend to avoid losses 
to farmers and will also help in mak- 
ing available more storage room in 
elevators, because tough grain nec- 
essarily takes up more elevator space 
than does dry grain.
